Dow to Double Torrance Plant
A major expansion of pro­ 

duction facilities for all 
grades of Styron polystyrene 
was announced here today by 
The Dow Chemical Co., the 
West's largest producer of 
polystyrene.

Leland A. Doan, general 
manager of Dow's Western 
Division, said the company's 
Torrance plant's capacity to 
produce the material is being 
doubled.

The expansion project is 
expected to be completed by 
by mid-1967.

Expanding needs of the 
West's rapidly growing plas­ 
tics Industry were cited by 
Doan as the principal reason 
for doubling the plant's pro­ 
duction fadlitif. for polysty­ 
rene.

Polystyrene resins are key 
raw materials for the plastics 
Industry. They are widely

used for ttie production of 
hundreds of plastic articles 
for home and industry, he 
said.

Doan said the new facilities 
will give the Torrance plant 
a wider versatility in the pro­ 
duction of the company's line 
of polystyrene resins. These 
resins are marketed under 
Dow'f trade name, Styron, to 
injection molders- and extru­ 
ders throughout the west.
